A Few  Reminders. . . 


BYU  Tightens  Rules  for  Traffic 


Strick  traffic  regulations  have 
gone  into  effect  on  campus,  says 
Capt.  Leonard  Christensen,  sec- 
urity officer. 

Here  are  a few  general  re- 
minders to  students. 

ACCORDING  TO  Captain 
Christensen,  all  motor  vehicles 
driven  on  campus  during  school 
hours  by  students,  faculty,  staff, 
and  other  employees  of  the  uni- 
versity, “Must  be  registered  with 
the  Traffic  Department  and 
must  display  a valid  parking 
sticker  or  decal.” 

A copy  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  traffic  code  may  be 
obtained  at  the  security  office. 
Main  campus  violations  are:  not 
obeying  speed  laws,  running 
stop  signs  and  driving  on  side- 
walks and  lawns. 

STUDENTS  ARE  prohibited 
from  parking  in  any  faculty 
parking  area  during  school 
hours.  All  parking  areas  are 
posted.  Parking  in  areas  not 
posted  is  prohibited. 

Parking  spaces  available  for 
student  use  are  in  the  following 
areas:  Rainbow  Gardens  park- 
ing lot,  west  of  Smith  Field- 
house,  north  of  the  fieldhouse 
(in  limited  areas  as  posted)  and 
the  lot  north  of  the  Family  Liv- 
ing Center. 

Also  reserved  for  student  use 


for  short  periods  are  the  area 
north  of  Clark  Student  Service 
Center  and  east  of  Wymount 
Dining  Hall. 


FACULTY  AND  STAFF  mem- 
bers may  park  in  all  posted  fac- 
ulty and  student  parking  areas, 
but  are  expected  to  refrain  from 
parking  in  areas,  reserved  for 
visitor  parking.
